E. D. Smith firm. Three shotguns and five 
revolvers were taken from the Lockport peo- 
ple, it is said, while a great many more were 
thrown in the river by the members 
of the mob when it was seen 
there was danger of being arrested. 
The Lockport wing of Leader Blachowski’s 
army reached the scene of action sooner than 
he anticipated. From all that can be learned 
it was intended that the two wings should 
swoop down upon the camps about noon. At 
all events the Lemont division did not reach 
the Norton bridge until a littie before noon. 
According to one of Contractor Smith’s men 
Martin Dash, one of the members of the 
armed guard, met the strikers at the bridge 
and warned them not to proceed farther. The 
reply is said to have been: ‘“ You fooled us 
yesterday, but you cannot do it again.” 
Beginning of the Fight. 


The strikers crossed the bridge and a part of 
them started south on the towpath on the 
canal, while another section went west to the 
open space between the Santa Fé railway and 
the river. There was something like 800 men 
in the mob, but a -great many of them, ac- 
cording to the best citizens of Lemont, were 
unwilling participants in theaffair. The more 
bloodthirsty, it is said, rushed down to the 
edge of the river and, seeing workingmen 
across the river, began firing at them. They 
then started south, it is said, and fired several 
shots at the mounted guards. 

The Sheriff's men and the guard advanced 
and, it is said, opened fire. Some of the con- 
tractors’ men were armed with shotguns 
loaded with buckshot, and they were success- 
ful in bringing down some of the men, When 
the Deputy Sheriffs and the contractors’ men 
opened fire the mob commenced to run. 
Many of the strikers tried to take refuge be- 
hind the pile of earth that had been excavated 
from the Illinois and -Michigan Canal, but 
were apparently pursued. It is not even 
claimed by the contractors’ men that the 
strikers attempted todoany firing after the 
Deputy Sheriff ordered the attack. 

The men were pursued as far as Norton’s 
bridge, and most of the wounded were picked 
up along the towpath. It is apparent that the 
firing was extremely wild. 

John Kluga, the Polish boy who has since 
died, was sitting on the bank of the track 
eating hislunch. He was employed by the 
railroad company as a section hand and had 
nothing to do with the trouble. John Severn 
Peterson, another one of the wounded, wasa 
carpenter who was forced to join the mob 
much against his will. Nelson Colson, the 
Swedish boy who is wounded in the ear, was 
with Peterson and had also been at work ona 
carpenter job for Mr. Farnsworth. 

The only man it is really known was killed 
was picked up on the tow path. It is asserted 
by some that three men fell into the canal 
while others sayonly one fellin. It is be- 
lieved by Coroner Rufus Arnold, who held 
the inquest om the y found, that there are 
two bodies in ac p of bushes near the Nor- 
ton bridge. A look through the place did not 
result in the bodies being found, but it was 
dark and they may have been there and es- 
caped observation. The bushes are in Cook 
County just north of the Will County line, and 
this is the reason why Dr. Arnold would not 
make an investigation. |

| they were taken to Joliet late in the after- 


noon. 

It is said by the strikers that the first shot 
was from the Sheriffs or the contractors’ 
guard, It is also charged that Anton 
Wesolowski, after he had been shot, was 
clubbed on the head by the guards, When 
the strikers organized this morning they, in 
order to strengthen their force, made a 
great many who were not in sympathy with 
the movement join them, and the unfortunate 
part of the trouble seems to be that several of 
these are among .the wounded. The con- 
tractors say the men they have are willing and 
anxious to work and ask only for protection. 
They say the rumors that have been circulated 
have greatly interfered with work, as the 
men, as soon as they hear that the turbulent 
people are on the warpath, quit work and 
seek shelter either in the camps or across the 
river. 

The people of Lemont, while they do not 
seem to be fully in sympathy with the strike, 
blame the Deputy Sheriffs and the contractors 
for the trouble today. It is said that if it 
were not for a few leaders among the strikers 
who insist on raising a row there would be no 
trouble. Most of the quarry-workers, it is 
said, after the experience of eight years ago, 
do not court trouble with men with 
guns. Mayor “McCarthy said tonight the 
trouble today was deeply deplorable 
and Supervisor George A. Weimer. is 
going to makea thorough investigation. At- 
torney Carter telegraphed Mr. Locker this 
evening that the Governor had been requested 
to call out the militia. 

The fatner of John Kluga, the section hand, 
swore outa warrant for the arrest of Locker, 
charging him with having shot his son. It is 
said thatif Locke were brought in here tonight 
he would be lynched. | ; 

It is reported that Locker, the Superintend- 
ent of McCormick, shot the Kluga boy and 
then apologized for having made a mistake, 
saying he thought he was a striker. This is 
said to be the first shot fired. 

Some effort will be made to secure bail for 
the men in jail at Joliet who have families 
and who are known. Mayor McCarthy will go 
on the bond of Frank Novaitski and his son. 

The dead man on whom the inquest was held 
is unknown. He was apparently 35 years of 
age and about five feet eight. If there are four 
others killed they are unknown here, and there 
are those who believe only one was killed, 


GREAT COAL. SHEDS BURN AT BUFFALO. 


Loss to the Reading Railroad Company of

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HEROIC ACTS AND DARING ESCAPES. 


Score of Lives Saved by the Bravery of a 
Colored Fireman. 

Wasutneron, D. C., June 9.—[Special,}—An 
act of heroism which stands out in bold relief 
among the many distressful scenes at the dis- 
aster was performed by a colored fiteman 
named William Miller. At the first sign of 
daftiger, and seeing a number of clerks stand- 
ingat the upper windows of the dgomed 
building, Miller grabbed a small laddé@r and 
started to their relief. He had been a sailor 
for six years in the service of the United 
States, and, as he afterwards explained, he 


was always noted for being a good climber.

was ordered to render all assistance in his 
power. The main duty of the soldiers was to 
guard the rebellion records stored in the 
building. Clerks who escaped were pressed 
into service and went willingly to work re- 
moving bundles of valuable documents. A 
great deal of the work of the Pension Office is 
dependent upon these records, and their value 
to the government and to. individuals is ines- 
timable.- They cannot be replaced.. 

About 10:30 o'clock the dead arid injured 
began to arrive faster at the Emergency Hos- 
pital than the corps of surgeons could attend 
to their injuries. Those who were most seri- 
ously injured were attended to.' while the 
others, groaning and crying from the pain of 
broken limbs, lay beseeching the doctors to 
dress their wounds. Shortly after the arrival 
of the first unfortunates a crowd began to as- 
semble, many of . them the wives, 
daughters, and, relatives of the dead 
and injured, Their weeping and 
frantic cries for information were 
heartrending. This tly interfered 
with the work of the physicians and Dr. Kerr, 
who is in charge of the hospital, determined 

Load after load of victims 
blind from the débris and with limbs broken 
and mangled were dumped at the door. 
They had to remaix outside for some time, 
as the force and facilities of the hospital were 
unequal to the emergency. It was with great 
difficulty that the policemen could keep the 
relatives of the injured out of the building, 
while outside their agonizing cries could be 
distinctly heard by the poor unfortunates who 
lay helpless. 


PLACING THE RESPONSIBILITY. 


War Department Offictals Are Now Occeu- 
pying an Unenviable Position.

With his ladder in his hand Miller hurriedly 
climed a telegraph pole a few feet distant from 
the windows Where the imprisoned me were 
seeking aid and-was soon almost within reach 
of the upper windows, where the affrighted 
clerks stood. Bracing himself firmly, with 
his back against the pole, Miller plaged an 
end of the ladder upon his hip and the other 
rested securely upon the window ledge, All 
that was necessary to escape from the Duild- 
ing was to slide down this ladder to the tele- 
graph pole and thence descend to the ground. 
By this means twenty-one persons werp res- 
cued, and after the ordeal to which hep had 
been subjected the gallant fireman seenjtied no 
worse for the unusual! strain to which he had 
been subjected. Had the colored man. Arn- 
old, who jumped from the window oly to 
meet death, remained a few moments jorfger 
as Miller advised he, too, would have been 
rescued, but he seemed to lose his presence of 
mind when facing danger. | 

Another heroic worker in rescuing the in- 
jured was ex-Policeman King, who ofily a few 
weeks ago was dropped from the rolls of the 
metropolitan police for some infringment of 
regulations. Four men who are alive owe 
their deliverance to the ex-policeman, who 
was one of the first people at the sceme and 
‘among the last to leave. 

One of the most thrilling scenes wis the 
sight of a dozen men, who were left in a cor- 
ner of the third story, clambering down a 
hose pire to the ground. One of thes@ men, 
and the first toget down, was Mr. E. Baier, 
who worked in the center of the third floor. 
The story can best be told inhis own Words: 

I was at my desk, he said, when I heard a 
great roar.

Col. Ainsworth and 
Capt. Thorpe have had no experience as engi- 
neers and should not have had work so for- 
cign to their duties imposed on them. The 
reul milk in the cocoanut is the failure of 
the War Department to detail — either 
am army engineer or some other rec- 
ognized expert to  superintend the 
installation‘of the electrict plant, and to keep 
a sharp lookout on the contractors, especially 
during the work of excavation, which contract 
had been let to George Dent.

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FORD'S THEATER AND ITS HISTORY. 


It Figured as Church, Opera-Howtse, Medic- 
al Museum, and Pension Record Office. 
Wasutnaton, D. C., June 9.-—[Special.]—It 

was in 1857 that John T. Ford pu ed an 

old church which stood on the afte of the 
building where today’s disaster ocdurred, and 
tore it down to make room fora theater. 

From its opening night this theater was suc- 

cessful, all the stars of that time appearing 

upon its stage,and the stock company was an ex- 
ceptionally strong one. At this theater Forrest 
played one of his most memorable enage- 
ments, lasting nearly a month, and he was 
succeeded by Jamés H. Hackett, as Falstaff. 
James Gifford built the theater, which was a 


plain brick structure three stories high, sev- 


enty-one feet front, 100 feet deep. It was 
understood to be a thoroughly substantial 
structure. After that fatal Friday night in 
April, 1865, when the President of the U nited 


/ States was shot by Assassin Booth, Ford’s 


Theater was closed by order of Andrew John- 
son, and subsequently it was purchased by the 
government. For many years,it was used for 
museum purposes by the Surgeon-General’s 
office, but recently all the exhibits 
were removed to the new museum 
building on the Smithsonian Park 
grounds. Then the old theater was turned 
into a busy hive of industry by nearly 500 
clerks of the War Department engaged in 
compiling records for the pension division.of 
that department. While the. building was 
used ag a museum the remains of the assas- 
sin Guiteau were brought in the still hours 
of nig from the place of execution and pre- 
pared for articulation as a skeleton by the 
anatomist of the museum, Dr. Ernest Scha- 
filt, For many months the bones 
of the murderer of Garfield were 
exposed in an ordinary bread-tray, 
and to this day onl the museum 
authorities know. which is the assassin’s 
skeleton in their large collection of similar 
objects. 

The museum proper o¢cupied the three 
floors of the building. While it was originally 
established for the purpose of investigating 
the wounds and diseases incidental to war, its 
prare has broadened so rapidly that it lately 
included all interesting objects of medical 
and surgical study. It was said to be the only 
museum of its kind in the world. There were 
no less than 22,000 specimens ieee op with 
great care and system within the walls of the 
inuseum. The second floor of the building 
contained the medical library of the govern- 
ment, a library which was said to’ contain 
more medical literature than the British Mu- 
seum or the national library of: France. 


DEST AND DEBRIS OF THE WRECK. 


Disaster of Thirty Years Ago Kecalled= 
Comment on a Coincidence. 

Wasurnoton, D. C., June 9.—[Special.}—At- 
tention was called to the fact that thirty years 
ago @ disaster almost as fatal in its effects as the 
one of today was caused by an explosion in the 
cartridgemaking-room at the arsenal whereby 
seventeen young women were blown to atoms 
without a moment’s warning. This accident oc- 
curred inthe southern part of the city, while 
that of this morning took place in the very heart 
of Washington. 

By a singular coincidencé the funeral of Ed- 
win Booth was held tod ay a few hours. after the 
awful tragedy inthe theater made infamous by 
the act of his brother more than a quarter ofa 
century ago. ‘ Had it not been for the act of the 
dastardly assassin Booth,”’ remarked Capt. Frank 
Brownell. ‘a score or mor’ of goad fellows would 
not be lying dead by theif firesides today.’’ 

President Cleveland s just entering the 
White House gro , ms driven in from his 
country seat at Woodle Be fea he was informed 
of the accident and inv with his advisers to 
be present at the public relief meeting held in 
Williard’s Hall. This invitation was not ac- 
cepted, but instead President Cleveland sent his 
cheek for $100. j 

There were few women employed in the building, 
the male occupants in a majority of cases being 
crippled ex-soidiers and niembers of the G. A. R. 
It was a knowledge of the helpless condition of 
many of thése clerks that added fo the anxiety of 
their relatives and friends who swarmed in the 
vicinity until assured of the safety of their loved 
ones. 

Two ladies, Mrs. A. R. Whiti and Mrs. Ken- 
nedy, who are clerks in the Surgeon-General’s 
oftice, are among the victims of the disaster, the 
condition of the former being precarious as her 
injuries are in the head and back, 

Shortly after noon the body of J. H. McFall. of 
Wisconsin was brought out of thé ruins. He has 
been employed under the government for many 
years. and lanes a wife and family. He was 
lame in the right leg. The body was so covered 
with dirt and plaster as to be almost beyond 
identification. 

At the morgue there remained unidentified for 
some time the body of a man in his prime, with 
black beard and hair. In his pocket was a new 
memorandum book with an entry: " Money or- 
der sent to Carl A. Jones, Evansville, Wis.. No. 
15,110, issued from Station K.”" ‘He was subse- 
quently identified by means of this memoranda 
as J..B. Jones of Wisconsin. | ; 

Jeremiah Dailey -of Pennsylvania died on the 
operating table of the Emergency Hospital while 
the surgeons were dressing his waunds. 

. J. B. Jones of Wisconsin lived:at Evansville in 
that State. He leaves a wife and seven children. 

Wisconsin was the heaviest sufferer among the 
Western States. Three of its citizens were among 
the killed, while another, Dr. McCormack, may 
not recover. Dr. C. A, Harper was at first 
thought to be fatally hurt, bat hie removal from 


| the hospital was permitted this evening by the 


doctors, who decided that his injuries, while very 
painful, are not such as to endanger his life. 

Records of the Police Department up to mid- 
night show the casualties to have been: Dead, 
21; injured, 54. Of the latter 27 after bei 
treated at the Emergency Hospital, were remove 
to their homes, as their condition was not con- 
sidered dangerous. Seven, or the remainder of 
those taken to the hospital, are still there, only 
two, however, being considered s¢rious patients. 
In addition to these were between 40 and 560 
persons who were injured but were able to get to 
their homes without the aid of the police. 

J. E. Chapin, who was numbered among the 
dead, was at first credited to Ilinois. Inquiry 
developed that he was bern in Llinois and 
had not lived there for many years, and was ap- 
pointed from South Carolina. 


Lamont Returns to Washington. 
Uponhearing of the disaster yesterday Secre- 


tary of War Lamont at once left for Washington. 


He said he was overwhelmned with the calamity, 
and had no idea that there was any- 
thing wrong with the building which has 
collapsed. The war records stored there -are of 


the utmost value to the government and to the.

FARGO ASKS AID FOR THE DESTITUTE. 


Devastation So Complete That Assistance 
Is Earnestly Besought. 

Faroo, N. D., June 9.—Fargp in its hour of 
need appeals to the Ameriean people for a'd 
for its hundreds of destitute citizens. So 
widespread and keen is the distress that the 
contributions from North and Sovth Dakota 
are only a dropin the bucket. People who 
owned homes have no shelter except that 
hastily provided them by the people of Fargo. 
Their donations cannot last more thana day 
or two. Clothing, food, building material, 
and carpenters are earnestly desired. 

The total loss is now placed at $3,500, 
000, with $1,200,000 insuranee. At midnight 
a strong wind was blowing and it was feared 
the rest of the city would go. The people were 
uneasy and gathered in the streets prepared 
to resist to the utmost a second visit of the 
fire fiend. Fifty cial polite officers were 
sworn in and placed on rd in the streets. 
That the great fire is likely to work a change 
in the destiny of Fargo was. m@de evident last 
night, when the capitalists of the city held a 
hastily called meeting and declared it their 
intention to build no more business blocks 
until the city agrees to business on 
business principles. In other words, it was 
determined to abolish prohibition if such 
thing is possible.

OFFIOERS AT THE BORDEN TRIAL 
TANGLED IN THEIR TESTIMONY. 


Looks as if They Were Trying to Convict 
Lizzie of the Murder in Spite of 
Theig Own Senses= Amusing Testi- 
mony of a Man Who Should Be a 
Woman — Question Whether’ the De- 
fendant’s Testimony at the Inquest 
Shall Be Admitted. 

New Beprorp Mass., June 9.—[Special.]— 


** T did not take the hatchets from the box. 


I didn’t put my hands at all’ on them. I 
couldn’t tell you who took them out.”— 
Bridget Sullivan. 

“* Bridget took us to the cellar and led the 
way toa box to which she reached up, and 
from which she took two hatchets and handed 
them to me,”—Officer Mulally. 

The foregoing isa mild illustration of the 
sensational developments of the day. You 
will remember I suggested that Bridget 
Sullivan was not so satisfactory a witness 
for the prosecution as the government 
expected and the defense feared. In her 
clear cut, pugnacious, dogged manner, when 
confronted with contradictions in her testi- 
mony given at the inquest and before this 
present court, she reiterated her insistence 
that she cared nothing for what appeared in 
the previous record, and swore with marked 
emphasis that whatever she may have said be- 
fore she now testified to the truth. I was 
quite convinced that she meant to tell the 
truth so far as she had to tell anything, but 
I -must say it is difficult, after the ex- 
plicit testimony of Officer Mulally, 
which diametrically contradicts her on a 
most significant point—namely: the finding 
and first handling of the hatchets, to attach 
much importance to any assertion made by 
her unless it be confirmed by the testimony of 
others. It is quite possible that she is simply 
mistaken, but mistakes of that nature in cap- 
ital cases where the life of a human being de- 
— upon justice and truth are not pardon- 
able. 

I see by the reports sent from Fall River all 
over the country that Deputy Marshal Fleet is 
universally respected for his official probity 
and his personal honesty. It is fortu- 
nate for him that he has a_ local 
background like that to lean against, for his 


“experience today after thatof yesterday is not 


exactly that which a man would care to stag- 
ger under any length of time. On the cr 
examination of Gov. Robinson Marshal Fleet 
contradicted the testimony given by him at 
the inquest time and time again, a circum- 
stance all the more offensive because of his 
official rank and the further fact that he made 
notes atthe time. It will be remembered 
that much has been said concerning the hand- 
leless hatchet, and it was generally supposed 
that that hatchet head, in the eye of 
which was a piece of wood, the breaking of 
which was comparatively fresh, had been 
found some time after the murder. It turned 
out, however, during the cr.ss-examination of 
Fleet this mornin that on the day of the mur- 
der when he adie what he now calls a light 
search he went into the cellar with Mullaly 
and another, guided by Bridget, and found at 
that same time’ of finding the other hatchet 
this bandleless implement. The sensation 
caused in the court room by that announce- 
ment ranked with that caused by Mullaly’s 
testimony that Bridget herself not only knew 
enough to take them directly to the box in 
which the hatchets were, but, in spite of her 
sworn declaration that she had never laid 
hands on them, she herself took them from 
the box and handed them to the officers.

fect upon her nervous: system the outcome 
from which her friends and physicians regard 
with unfeigned apprehension. 

Refreshed by a good night's sleep anda 
hearty breakfast Chief Justice Mason, Judge 
Blodgett, and Judge Dewey greatly enjoyed 
their drive furnished by the courtesy of Sher- 
iff Wright through the shaded streets of this 
classic township, and I wish I could say as 
much for the jury. The poor fellows are

WANT DIET OF FRUITS AND PLANTS, 


Vegetarians Continue Their Advocacy of 
Their Favorite Form of Food. 

The Vegetarian Congress yesterday held 
morning, afternoon, and evening sessions, all 
of which were largely attended. The Rev. 
Henry S. Clubb, President of the Vegetarian 
Society of America, presided, and many of 
the leading members of the society from dif- 
ferent parts of the country read papers which 
were listened to with marked attention by 
those present. The morning session was 
opened with a paper on ‘“ Vegetarianism vs. 
Meat Eating,”’ by Dr. 8S. W. Dodd, Dean of 
the Hygienic College of Medicine and Surgery 
of St. Louis, which was a strong plea for the 
diet of the vegetarian school. This paper 
was followed by ‘“ Rational Selection of 
Food,” by the Rev. Louis Paroli of 
the Catholic Mission of New Orleans. 
W. D. Campbell, President of the Vegetarian 
Society of New South Wales, Sydney, read a 

per on “Food Reform in New South 
Wales,” in which he described the progress of 
vegetarian ideas and practices in that coun- 
try. The morning meeting. closed with a pa- 
per on “‘ Vegetarianism the Basis of All Re- 
form,” rs. E. M. Bingham, M. D., of 
Springfield, Mass., anda paper on “ Vegeta- 
rianism and Progress,’’ by the Rev. W. P. Al- 
cott of Indianapolis, Ind.

KILLED BY A WORLD'S FAIR TRAIN. 


Joseph O'Hara and John McCoal Meet a 
Horrible Fate<Other Violent Deaths. 
Joseph O’Hara, a laborer, and John Mc- 

Coal of No. 2713 South Park avenue were 

instantly killed by an [linois Central pas-

morning. They had been walking south to-

Easy Money in London and Other Infiu- 
ences Consptire to Restore Confidence. 
Nzw York, June 9,—[Special.]~-Not much 

activity has been in the market today, but the 

strength which seemed to be developing yes- 
terday has been maintained. The fact that 
money is easier in London and that financial 
conditions there seem materially to have 
changed for the better must exert some influ- 
ence here, New York rates for sterling ex- 
change are still lower today than they have 
been and the demand for money from the 

West slackens visibly. 

These are important factors and continuing 
for any length of time they must become in- 
fluential. ‘Such changes as they  indi- 
cate are likely, however, to be of 
consequence to the commercial 
rather than the financial community. That is 
to say to merchants rather than to stock mar- 
ket people, Such developments af they can 
be continued must lead to the resumption of 
loans on time. As yet commercial paper still 

goes begging. The banks are unable to handle 
it. But affairs are so shaping that any change 
in sentiment can revolutionize the loan mar- 
ket offhand. Upon this account and for many 
other reasons it seems conservative now to 
anticipate @ speedy return of confidence in 
money lending circles, and such a situation 
must naturally cure most of the evils now 
dominating financial and commercial circles. 

The matchless way in which Chicago has 
stood up against aggressive assault has as 
much as any other one thing contributed to 
the betterment of conditions and to the bring- 
ing about of a restoration of confidence in the 
East as to the West.

New Yorx, June 9.—This table, compiled 
by Bradstreet’s, shows the bank clearings 
at various cities for the week ending June 8,

“The Silver Situation in the United States,’ 
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by Prof. F. W. Tausig. The uucleus of this 
volume was a paper recently prepared by Prof. 
Tausig for the American, Economic Associa- 
tion, and taking the original paper with the 
udditions which have been made to it, there 
are ample reasons for reissuing it.in perma- 
nent form. Prof. Tausig reaches the ground 
of an unqualified advocate of the single gold 
standard, but he arrives at his position by a 
line of reasoning which so fully takes account 
of every important claim of the friends of free 
silver, and which so fully answers their argu- 
ments, that he adds a dignity to the discus- 
sion which the importance of the subject 
surely merits, but which it has too often 
failed to receive. |

We do not for one 
moment assert that this theory is altogether 
groundless, but we do say that the feeling is 
exaggerated. There are certain black sheep in 
the flock and there are certain others which, 
without being black sheep, have been under a 
cloud of misfortune since the start almost; but 
the unfortunate records of those are allowed to 
monopolize ali|the attention and the prosperous 
career of the rest is completely lost sight of be- 
cause gniet sticcess does not attract the eye of 
the observer so forcibly as bad luck and disaster. 
Again, the reduction or peseine of a dividend on 
the ordinary Bhares of any one of these com- 
anies is magnified as if it implied the total 
Pankruptey of the concern, although it may be 
punctually meeting its prior charges and holding

Tux Democrats have succeeded in passing 
their gerrymandered legislative apportion- 
ment bill once more, It took a good deal of 
bulldozing and trampling on parliamentary 
law on the part of the Lieutenant-Governor 
and Speaker, but they are ready for any work 
of that sort.

SHALL THE STREETS BE DEPRESSED? 

The Rock Island and Lake Shore roads have 
submitted a track elevation problem similar 
in some of its features to the one presented to 
the city authorities three years ago. The 
main difference between them is that the old 
one applied only to the tracks between Thir- 
tieth and Thirty-fifth streets, while the new 
one extends from Sixteenth street to Sixty- 
first, the point where the Rock Island and 
Lake Shore tracks diverge. | 

The first objection which will be made to 
this offer of the roads is that, as on a former 
occasion, they want the city to do too much 
They eall upon the 
latter to make too great a depression of the 
various streets which cross the tracks. They 
say that they are ready to elevate their tracks 
at the Archer avenue crossing a shadow over 
744 feet above the present grade. To have a 
passageway under the tracks 14 feet high it 
would be necessary to sink the street about 
614 feet. Thirtieth street would have to be 
depressed 61¢ feet and Forty-third street 8)¢ 
feet. The roads insist also that the expense 
of these excavations, of changes of water- 
pipes and sewers, aud land damages conse- 
quent on the alterations in grades must be 
paid by the city. The Illinois Central elevat- 
ed its tracks on much better conditions, 

About how much it would cost the city to 
make the changes in the streets which would 
be necessary were it to adopt this offer is not 
known. One of the first things to be done 
should be to instruct the engineer department 
to make as accurate an estimate as is in its 
power. When that information has been ob- 
tained. it will be possible to .see whether the 
proposition is financially feasible. If land 
damages can be collected the sum which the 
city might be called on to pay might be quite 
beyond its means. 

Fault is found with viaducts because they 
make teaming harder and more expensive. 
These street depressions which the adoption 
of the Rock Island proposition would necessi- 
tate would not be as objectionable as via- 
ducts in some respects, but might be regarded 
as more so in others. The streets which pass 
under the elevated track of the Illinois Cen- 
tval have been in use long enough now to en- 
able the authorities to learn whether the peo- 
ple will use or should be asked to. use streets 
which are more depressed than Sixty-third, 
Sixty-fourth, etc. It must not be forgotten 
that if the city accepts the offer of these two 
roads it will be very likely to give as good 
terms to all others. It is questionable, how- 
ever, whether the people want to scoop hol- 
lows in their streets all over the city. 


considering this proposition maturely will 
give it their approval unless there is a strong 
public demand that they do sa, Nor is there 
any reason why they should be prompt to 
close with this offer. The roads which three 
| years ago wanted to elevate only a small part 
of their tracks are now ready to elevate nearly 
allofthem. That they go so much further 
now than then shows what effect the discus- 
sion of the grade crossing question has had 
onthem. If urged a little more they will 
eoncede still more, for they see in the back- 
ground the present track elevation ordinance. 
They know that whether harsh or not it is legal 
and can be enforced, and will be enforced 
if the terms they offer are such as the city can 
not approve of. Hence the city authorities 
need not be afraid to refuse to accept this 
offer for fear they can not do better, byt on 
the other hand they should not reject it until 
they have ascertained what its acceptance will 
cost the city, and whether the people are in 
favor of a genera! system of slightly elevated 
tracks and sunken streets. 


THE FORD THEATER CALAMITY. 
Without warning to the employés of the 


walls, Ford’s Theater, that place of ill omen, 
collapsed yesterday and hundreds were pre- 
cipitated into the cellar and buried beneath 
beams, columns, floors, and furniture. How 
many were killed is not known definitely at 
this writing, but they ‘will number over a 
score, and many more may be maimed 
and crippled for life. About five hundred 
clerks of departments were engaged there 
when the awful disaster occurred and the hos- 
pitals are filled with the dead and injured. 
Twenty-eight years ago the attention of the 
whole world was called to this theater by the 
tragic death of President Lincoln at the 
hands of the actor, Booth, whose brother has 
- but just died. Now it gains an added reputa- 
tion for disaster by this terrible sacrifice of 
human life. 

The immediate cause of the calamity seems 
to be due to criminal carelessness. It was 
known that the building had been condemned 
as unsafe long ago,.and yet government 
clerks were permitted to work in it without 
‘any steps having been taken to make it se- 
cure. Worse even than this and still more 
criminally negligent, with the knowledge of 
its insecurity, contractors allowed workmen 
to excavate under it for an electric plant, 
thus bringing the whole weight of the build- 
ing upon the unsupported beams of the first 
floor. Of course the floors collapsed without 
@ moment’s warning and nearly all at work

THE SUNDAY-CLOSING CASE. 

The Sunday-closing question is now in the 
hands of Chief Justice! Fuller. He holds the 
keys of Peter and hecan open or shut the 
gates as he sees fit.) Yesterday the three 
Judges refused a supersedeas and refused also 
a stay of proceedings for one week so that the 
Fair mignt be open tomorrow, They grant- 
ed, however, an appeal to the Court of Ap- 
peals, of which the Chief Justice is the pre- 
siding Judge, owing to the absence of Mr.

INCREASING ATTENDAN CE AT THE FAIR. 

The steadily increasing attendance at the 
Exposition shows that at tast the tide of travel 
is setting this way, and that the thromgs at 
Jackson Park will no longer consist ghiefly 
of Chicagoans.

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ing as often as they have an opportunity, for 


if the Fair were to be open for a year they 
could not see enough of it to satisfy them, but 
it will not be long before a majority of those 
on the grounds will be the strangers within 
the gates. 

Although the special cheap excursion trains 
have not begun running yet it is easy to see 
that there are an wnusual number of strangers 
in the city. They can be seen on all the 
streets in the business districts and in the big 
dry goods stores, | The new hotels near Jack- 
son Park are filling up and their managefs are 


feeling happier than they did a month ago. 


It igs evident that the outsiders have made up 
their minds at last that the Fair is readly for 
them and that there is no danger of theif fall- 
ing into the hands of extortioners. Those 
venturesome persons who came here t@ spy 
out the land have returned and have reported 
as the Israelites did to Moses: 
tnto the land! whither thou sentest us and 
surely it foweth. with milk and honey.”’ 


In a few days more another thing will hap-* 


pen which will add greatly to the attendance. 
Beginning next week the Eastern and Sputh- 
eastern railroad lines wiil run special excur- 
sions from ail important points at the decent 
rate of onefare forthe roundtrip. The first 
of these trains, leaving Cincinnati Friday 
evening, will bring passengers here for $¥ for 
the round trip! There will be no -sle@ping 
cars on these excursion trains nor will they 
make specially fagt time, but the people care 
for neither of; those things. That which they 
want is to get here for the least possible 
money. When the managers of the Western 
lines see other roads doing an immense busi- 
ness while they themselves have only a /ittle 
more than the regular amount of travel they, 
too, will adopt this wise policy of low fires, 
and the visitors from the west of the Missis- 
sippi and the Miss®uri will begin to come in 
great numbers. 

Within a short time therefore the spécial 
excursion trains will be unloading their tens 
of thousands at Jackson Park. The Exposi- 
tion will be taken possession of by strangers, 
and Chicagoans will no longer have to fur- 
nish the bulk of those in attendance. It may 
be observed incidentally for the benefit of the 
croakers that the Fair is taking in now daily 
a sum much in execss of its expenses, and that 
on and after the end of next week. that sur- 
plus will get larger and larger. The Fair is 
all right financially, as it is every other way. 


PUBLIC FLOUR MILLS IN KANSAS. 

The Kansas Populists are trying to take a 
fresh hold. They\|have determined if pssi- 
ble to break up what they call the flour trust 
in Kansas. So fat as reported here no jpitoo 
has been furnished that any such trust etists 
in the State, though some think they have 
good grounds for making the charge ip ton- 
nection with millers in Minneapolis and at a 
few other points. | But on the assumption that 
the millers of Kansas are banded together to 
form a trust it is proposed to declare “all the 
flour mills publie,|and a law to this effect is 
to be presented and pressed at the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature. The design is to give 
farmers and other|individuals the “ right” to 
take their grain to the mills and there have it 
ground into flour at rates to be fixed by, law. 
It is expected this would transfer the control 
of the flour market from the mill-owners to 
the producers of the grain, with the result 
that the product would come down to “a 
reasonable price ’’ under the competition of a 
great number of individuals, each of whom 
has an exceedingly limited capital. Already 
a law is on)the statute books of the State which 
regulates rnills grinding for toll, and the FPop- 
ulist Attorney-General is reported to hold that 
the same power which enacted it can declare 
all grain mills to be public ones. 

The position is arbitrary in the extreme. It 
is in effect to say that a small number of men 
shall be the servants of all the rest of the peo- 
ple, working whenever required by their mas- 
ters and for such) compensation as may be 
fixed by the people through their Legislatere. 
It is of a piece with the assumption of a right 
to declare how mutch shall be paid for the use 
of money or.any other kind of property theuse 
of which is desired by others. Possibly the 
plea may be made that mills which obtain 
their power from ‘the waterfalls in the State 
do so by using the property of the people, 
which gives to the publica right to contifol.

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THE CHOLERA IN EUROPE. 
The latest advices from the Old World leave 
no’ room to doubt that the dread cholera is 
spreading in Europe, and at suchia rate as to 


justify grave fears that it isepidemic. In 


spite of denials by the French local authori- 
ties the Spanish Government’ has ordered a 
quarantine for all vessels arriving from 
French ports on the Mediterranean, the term 
for vessels from Marseilles being fixed at sev- 
en days and for others at three days. Eleven 
deaths from cholera have oceurred at Mar- 
seilles in the same number of days, The au- 
thorities at Hamburg have tried to suppress 
the fact that sporadic cases occurred there all 
through the winter, but they are now admit- 
ting that the disease is gaining ground under 
their jurisdiction. They are reported as con- 
vinced it is equally useless to belittle the dan- 
ger as to attempt to suppress it. 

The latter information is important, as most 
of the cholera cases which occurred on immi- 
grant ships last-year were on those plyimg be- 
tween Hamburg and New York.

may be some risk incurred by travelers from 
the United States to Europe, and ‘whether that 
be much or little those who undertake the 
eastward passage across the Atlantic must take 
the consequénces. But no residents on the 
seaboard need be deterred from visiting Chi- 
cago by fears of meeting the cholera here. 
In coming hither they will leave the disease 
far behind them. They will find here an 
abundance of the best of water; in spite of 
what some journals, medical and otherwise, 
may have had tosay tothe contrary. They will 


» find a pure air, except for the: presence of 


some smoke, and that a minimum through the 
warm weather. They will come to a city 
where relatively low temperatures are the rule 
in July and August and the air almost always 
is in.motion, preventing the stagnancy that is 
promotive of disease in many other cities. 

The truth is, the physicians whe are charged 
with the duty of warding off the cholera from 
our shores, if possible, have looxed for the re- 
vival of the disease in the western ports of 
Europe long ere this, and feel encouraged to 
hope that the delay. in making ité appearance 
would prevent it from becoming such a 
scourge as it was last year, even if efficient 
precautionary measures were not now taken. 
Some of them say the delay suggests that the 
cold winter robbed the disease of much of its 
virulence, but this may be a miistake. The 
cholera. bacillus is a deadly entity except 
when dead itself; and the facts show it to 
be still alive in painfully large numbers. So 
it would not be wise to relax in vigilance, and 
it appears that the health authorities of this 
country are fully alive to the necessity with 
which it is their duty to deal. 


EUROPEAN ARMIES AND THEIR IN- 
CREASE, 

The question involved in the forthcoming 
election in Germany is one of momentous im- 
portance. It is not so much whether the Em- 
peror shall carry his demand for an increase of 
the Germanarmy as it is whether all the other 
European nations shali increase their armies, 
which means war; or the preservation of 
peace by disarmament. That well informed 
correspondent, Jacques St. Ceré, recently has 
made a comparative showing of ‘the increase 
of armies in Europe since 1869, which bears 
upon the points with much significance. His 
table is as follows:

The aggregate shows that while, Europe in 
1869 had 6,598,000 soldiers, it now has 22,- 
248,000. While it expended $443,600,000 
on its armies in 1869, it now expends $813,- 
800,000. The number of soldiers has more 
than tripled and the expense of maintaining 
them has almost doubled. And how comes 
the German Government with a proposition 
to still further increase its army, which in 
twenty-four years has almost quadrupled. 
Should the Emperor carry his point it follows 
that the other powers will increase their ar- 
mies also, the larger ones to defy the German 
menace, the smaller ones for self-defense ; and 
this in the face of the inability of Europe to 
sustain further burdens, since during the last 
twenty-four years its trade has fallen of. 

The natural remedy for this terrible strain 
upon the resources of the people would be 
general disarmament, but this French corre- 
spondent does not look for such a splution, for 
he says, “ disarmament is impossible, because 
nobody wants to take the initiative.” The only 
other alternative is war. It may be that one 
more great European war is necessary to clear 
up the situation. Should such be the case, 
there at least will be one consolation. After 
that war the people will have more to say 
than they have now, and some rulers will find

Tus New York World has canvassed by 
telegraph as many members of the next Con- 
gress as could be reached as to their attitude 
on the Sherman silver law, the income tax 
question,.and the tax on circulation of State 
banks. It obtained responses from a major- 
ity of members of the House. Eighty-six Rep- 
resentatives practically favor the repeal of 
the Sherman law, while only eighteen say 
“no.” Many of the rest give qualified an- 
swers. but show that their inclinations are in 
favor of repeal. The sentiment of the Lower 


House on that question seems to be over- 


whelming. A previous poll of the Senate 

showed, for repeal 39, against 28, non-com- 

mittal 16, and several of the latter are now in 

favor of repeal, so that there seems to be no 

doubt nearly two-thirds of the Senate will vote 

that way. An income tax is favored by 45, 
and 42 say they do not favorit. The South- 

ern and Western Congressmen are the most 

numerous advocates of such atax. On the 

State bank question opinion is almost as one- 

sided as on the Sherman bill. Many dodge it 

entirely, but 60 are positively against repeal- 

ing the tax, while only 30 favor the repeal.

OHEAP PAIR EXOURSIONS. 


The Santa Fe and Wisconsin Central Change 


Front and the Hope of the Poor Man to 
See the Expositidn Vanishes for a Time 


at Least=No Low Fares in June Likely, : 


but They May Come in July—Some In- 


consistencies Shown—Other News of the 


Railway Lines. 


The managers of the General Passenger 
Agents’ Excursion and Boarding- House 
Bureau succeeded yesterday in preventing 
definite action in the matter of cheap excur- 
sion rates to the. World’s Fair by the Western 
roads, and it now looks asif fora time af 
least none but the rich will be able to come té 
Chicago from the West, as the masses cannot 
well afford to pay the exorbitant rates charged 
by roadsfrom points in the West. It was 
thought that the action of the Eastern lines 
last Thursday in agreeing to run excursiong 
atone fare for the round trip would inducé¢ 
the Western lines todo as well, if not better, 
The determination to sandbag the Fair in the 
interest of the General Passenger 
Agents’ Excursion and Boarding-House 
Bureau proved too strong, however, for 
the Santa Fé, Wisconsin Central, and one ar 
two other roads, who were pledged to reduced 
rates, to resist, and they consented yesterday to 
become parties to the new agreement of the 
Western Passenger Association and agreed tp 
put it in effect June 15 without having 
gained their point as regards reduced rates 
for the masses from the West. : 

This showed that the Santa Fé did not care 
half as much for the interests of the dear pub- 
lic as it did to gain its own personal ends ih 
its conflict with its competitors. Had the 
Santa Fé stood firm in its position not to be- 
come a party to the new agreement until low 
excursion rates were authorized the mas- 
agers of the General Passenger Agents’ 
Excursion and Boarding-House Bureau wouki 
have been compell to capitulate. As 
it is the fight for lower rates will have to be 
fought over again, and the managers of the 
General Passenger Agents’ Excursion amd 
Boarding-House Bureau will not come to 
time until the managers of the roads find ont 
that the policy of their General Passenger 
Agents benefits the Excursion and Boardir 
House Bureau, but inflicts injury upon the 
roads by preventing the masses from comin 
to the Fair. The managers of the Gener al || 
Passenger Agents’ Excursion and Boarding- 
House Bureau is pursuing a dangerous policy. 

The revised agreement may yet be defeated 
as several of the roads signed it conditionally 
upon the approval of their Presidents and 
General Managers and two of the 
lines, thé Burlington, Cedar  Rapiiis 
and Northern and the Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis, were nit 
present and -their consent has yet to be se- 
cured. Any one line, by refusing to become 
a party tothe agreement, can turn the teri- 
porary victory of the managers of the General 

*assenger Agents’ and Boarding House Bureau 
into positive defeat. 

The way in which the managers of the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents’ Excursion and Boart- 
ing House Bureau induced the general passefn- 
ger agents of roads desiring low rates to sigin 
the agreement shows the superior calcula- 
tions those men are capable of. They insisted 
that the time for running cheap excursioiis 
had not yet arrived, because the Fair, they 
say, is not yet ready and would not be until 
July, and it would be unjust to bring 
people here before the "Pair is fully 
completed. Yet one of these officials 
afew daysago denounced the press for prie- 
venting people from coming here by_spreail- 
ing reports about the unfinished condition of 
the Fair, the exorbitant railroad charges, e ote 
Thus they succeeded in getting the consent 
all lines to the proposition that no reduced 

rates be made before July 1, that thereafter 
any line desiring to run cheap excursions ma@y 
make the fact- known to the Chairman of the 
association, and that the matter may then lie 
taken upatany regular or special meeting 
and if consent for running such cheap excut- 
sions is not then given the road making the 
application may take independent action by 
giving five days’ previous notice. It will be 
readily seen "bd much time is required be- 
foreany road can, under such procedur#, 
make cheap excursion rates. 

One of the managers of the General Pas- 
senger Agents’ Excursion and Boarding-Houge 
Bureau was so delighted with the work accom- 
plished he freely expressed the opinion that the 
advocates of low rates were “‘ suckers’”’ and 
had been neatly taken in, as they would not 
be able to reduce rates under the arrangement 
at any time during the Fair. There is, how- 
ever, every indication that the ‘* suckers”’ will 
kick and general demoralization in rates will 
be the fruit of the grasping policy of the 
Western roads.

Dropping one task and taking up an- 
other brings a new set of faculties into play, 
and this has a delightfully restorative effect.’ 


A Woman Doctor’s Way. 


Dr. Sarah A. French is an id¢al doctor— 
young and gloriously healthy. Im the course 
of a two-minute talk Dr. French said:

No Fads for Eva Wilder McGlasson. 


Eva Wilder McGliasson, the msovelist, is 
much amused by what she calls) * hygienic 
methods of life.’” When asked what she does 
ye she gets tired and is overworked, she re- 
plied : 

** T don’t allow myself to get tired or to be 
overworked, The work one likés to dois 
never tiresome. I don’t do distasteful work. 
Take care of myself? Well, that depends on 
what you mean by the term. I don’t take 
cross-country walks; I don’t waste my time 
and strength beating space with glass dumb- 
bells or pulling a.stiam rowboat round the 
room; I don’t fill myself with hot water be- 
fore, after, ar between meals, and, in fact, I 
haven’t one hygienic fad. I don’t believe in 
them. And I don’t believe in refarmed dress 
or common-sense shoes. I think them ugly, 
senseless, and a waste of material. 

**T never took a health walk,a tung bath, 
or a constitutional in my life. 1 think this 
aimless walking mentally as well ag physically 
exhausting. If I haven’tan objeck in going 
out I don’tigo out. I stayin the jhouse and 
have a good time justidling. If I have work 
to do I do it; and if I can’t do it ag well as I 
wish easily I change off and do something 
else for a while. eat candy all day, and 
when.it isall gone I goand buy more. I yo 
to bed late or early, just as I hapyen to feel, 
and I get up when I’m ready. I edt my meals . 
on time because I am the victim of a regular 
mealtime system, but leat what I like, re- 
gardiess of dietetics, dietarians, or food 
reformers. If soup is servwed-and I 
have a sudde@n desire to eat fruit I don’t 
take soup. As a rule I am partial to 
the natural foods—fruits, vegetables, nuts, 
berries, arid milk. I breakfast on grape fruit 
while it is in/season. I don’t doctor: or take 
medicine, because Iam well. I never had a 
headache in my life, and I don’t Know any- 
thing about) nervous prostration, I began 
life with healthy and vigorous ands‘ors, and 
I owe my comfortable comlition entirely to 
them. That is the source of physical beauty 
and mental, moral, and vital forge, I think, 
although the hygienic. people hold different 
theories.”’
